In the office action, the examiner rejected all claims (1-23) under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. patent publication No. 2004/0098200, inventors 
Wentland et al. (hereafter, "Wentland"). Applicants respectfully traverse the 
examiner's rejection of said claims, and request that the examiner re-examine and 
reconsider the application in the light of the following comments. 

Applicants contend that the examiner has misunderstood the teachings of 
Wentland, or the teachings of the present application, or both. 

Wentland describes a method for simultaneous visual rendering of multiple 
datasets (data volumes) for aiding seismic data interpretation and similar applications. 
As such, Wentland's method is a variation on what is provided in various 
commercially available multi-volume, co-rendering software products such as 
VoxelGeo and Gocad. In particular, Wentland uses a technique called false color
